No. 5-ITC (PNJ/58.— Attention ot Importers is invited to item 7 of list III 
of Appendix XIX to the Red Book for Oct. ’57—March '58 licensing period 
relating to the import ol Bottled Penicillin and its preparations thereof 
under S. Nos. 87—109 of Part IV of the Import Trade Control Schedule, The 
existing entry at item 7 (iv) of List III of Appendix XIX to the current Red 
Book is amended to read as "Procaine Penicillin G in oil with Aluminium 
Morfostearate'' and the existing remarks against item 7 of the same list should 
be substituted by the remarks given below: — 

"Quota licence will be valid only for impoit of Procaine Penicillin G 
in Oil buffered with Aluminium Monostearate." 

Subject,— Import policy for non-ferrous virgin metals 

No. 6-ITC(PN)/58.—Attention ot the importers is invited to para 3 of 
Public Notice No. 81-ITC (PN)/57, dated 18th December 1957, in which a 
concession was announced under which quota licences for 'copper scrap whether 
in got ted 01 otherwise’ (S No. -12/1) issued duiing the July—September, 1957 
period could be utilised for import of copper unwrought falling under S. No. 
47/1. As a result of certain representations that have been made, the position 
has been further reconsidered and it has been decided that— 

(i) licences issued to Actual Users during July—September 1957 for 
‘copper scrap, whether ingotted or otherwise’ (S. No. 42/1); and 
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(ii) licences for 'Scraps of brass, bronze and similar alloys' (S. No. 
46(a)/I) gi anted to Established impoiters or Actual Users during 
July—September, 1957, 

will be permitted to be utilised for import of 'copper unwrouglu in the form 
of ingots, blooms, slabs, cakes, tiles, bricks, blocks, billets, cathodes, blister bars, 
electrolytic wire bars and ingot bars' (S. No. 47/1), provided those licences are 
still valid. 

2. It is not necessary to present those licences for necessary amendment to 
licensing authorities but clearance will be allowed by the Customs on the 
authority of this Public Notice.
